"It would constitute formal recog- 


nition of Ireland's severance from the 
king's domains. 
"It would entitle you. if you thought 


fit, to make a treaty with the king 
to break the conference at any point 
and negotiate a treaty with a foreign 
power and also to clajm the rights of 
lawful belligerents. 


Must Maintain Allegiance 


"We cannot consent to any aban 


donment, however informal, of the 
principle of allegiance to the king on 
which the whole labric ot the empire 
is based." 
Llojd George's message was in re- 


ply to a telegram from De Valera in 
which the latter explained his attitude

and predefined to be mighty in achieve- 
ment It was the embodiment of a Christian 
ideal bom and nurtured in the hearts of 
righteous men and patriots. It was sent 
forth on its career wi:n a prayer: in one 
hand it carried an olive branch and in the 
other, the most wonderful instrument oi 
government that ever emanated from the 
mind of man. 


Th-- 
1 constitution of the United States 


embraces the assembled wisdom of per- 
haps the best brains in the asgr^gatf that 
the world has ever produced. Pure in its 
die-lion, charming in its simplicity, and 
strong in its ronci^e yet comprehensive in- 
clusion of rvcry essential principle of the 
most enlightened human government, it 
represents our nation's first and greatest 
contribution to the thought of the world. 
It will I;VP forever among the immortal 
masterpieces of man. Even as the sourr° 
of all individual failure may be found at 
ihf point of divergence in personal con- 
du-' from the principles set forth and 
rnum lated in Holy \Vrit, so whatever the 
failures of our own govprnment have been 
or will be may be traced to the subversion 
or contravention of some principle em- 
bodied m our constitution. 


In this hour of universal confusion when 


thp nations of the earth, driven from their 
accustomed orbits by a cyclone of war. 
arc trying to readjust themselves to or- 
derly and wise processes of government it 
is peculiarly appropriate that in our own 
country we pau.v> on this birthday of our 
constitution to pay tribute to its makers 
and to rededicate ourselves to the increas- 
ingly difficult task of preservinsr it as-ainst 
its enemies. Wnh brazen effrontery, the 
forces of disorder arr> daily practicing 
treacheries upon the flag that has protect- 
ed them in th° exercise of the liberties 
which they misconstrue as license. Con- 
stitniional democracy has been at least 
partially supplanted by a sort of mobo- 
cracy that hoasifnllv defies the restraints 
of distasteful law. The average Ameri- 
can has ceased to regard himself as seri- 
ously bound to respect a law that he does 
not like, and disregard of constituted 
authority struts forth at noonday. 


The tendencies of our national thought 


and the current of national events seem 
to be away from the foundation princi- 
ples, upon which this republic was estab- 
lished. 
AVp have grown callously accus- 


tomed to 
thp frequently 
successful at- 


tempts to bend. break. or misinterpret 
the constitution to suit the caprices of an 
element of our own people or the foreign 
ideas of those who cannot or will not un- 
derstand the genius of our institutions. 
Demagogues and near-statesmen mistake 
the clamor of a rnob for the voice of the 
people , and in the name of liberty, pro- 
cress. and democracy the warnings of his- 
tory arc ignored and offenses against our 
constitution multiply. 


It sr ems )o us. therefore, that this is 


an appropriate day on which to stop. 
look and listen, and to take warning of 
the things that are going on about us. It 
seems to us that this is the time to take 
stock of our nationalism and to surround 
our institutions with that loyalty as un- 
derstood and applied by onr forefathers. 
and to set ourselves resolutely against ris- 
ing tides of un-American 
theories 
and 


practices. Perhaps it is through the schools 
primarily that we must look for the incul- 
cation of those virtues which ventral e 
the constitution and which alone can hold 
us in the path to which we were commit- 
ted by the framers of that great document.

JAPAN'S LATEST MOVE 


Various interpretations are placed upon 


the negotiations initiated by Japan with 
China for a settlement of the status of 
Shantung, together with the proposals for 
a commercial treaty dealing with Siberia. 
In those quarters hostile to Japan the 
construction is sinister, and it is argued 
that Japan is undertaking a direct settle- 
ment with China before the disarmament 
conference has an opportunity to go into 
the question. The theory is advanced that 
Japan has some ulterior motive which will 
not stand the light that the forthcoming 
international conference on Far Eastern, 
aud Pacific problems will direct upon, her 
policies in the Orient. This view ques- 
tions .the good faith of Japan. 


There is the other attitude, which as- 


sumes that Japan is actuated by honor- 
able motives and that it desires only an 
agreement with reference to Shantung in 
line with the spirit of the assurances it 
gave China and the world that it had no 
inteation to assert sovereignty over the 
territory and that its purpose is to ulti- 
mately restore control of the province to 
the Chinese government. It is significant 
that former Foreign Minister Ka.to has de- 
nounced the proposals as an evidence ot 
weakness in an effort to conciliate the 
powers in advance of the disarmament 
conference. We think it will be the offi- 
cial view of Washington, which is deeply 
interested in this development, as well as 
of all unprejudiced Americans, that the 
step taken by Japan is of a higher order 
of statecraft, in consonance with the prin- 
ciples which underlie the democratic fea- 
tures of the Versailles treaty and which 
have had so much to do with making the 
popular demand for disarmament irre- 
sistible. 


It is obvious to all candid observers 


that Japan will lose nothing by the return 
of Shantung to China, and that by the 
internationalization of commercial ports 
she will gain far more from the fruits of 
trade than from the fruits of aggression 
and hostile colonization. 
Moreover. Ja- 


pan's Siberian policy looks like an astute 
substitute for acquisition of territory. 
It 


is not only an exhibition of a more liberal 
political policy but of shrewd mercantile 
diplomacy for realizing by friendly agree- 
ment what policies of the past ha.ve under- 
taken through the application of force. 


Japan is a small country, with large 


population. Like England, it must be a 
market place and manufacturing center. 
The population overflows into the sea and 
room for expansion is needed. With the 
sentiment of the world set uncompromis- 
ingly against conquest, it would appear 
that Japan is accommodating herself to 
the new order by the artful plan of realiz- 
ing the equivalent of territorial expansion 
through particularly favorable commercial 
agreements. If we exclude the Pacific 
coast, and those politicians which pander 
to extremists, we believe thoughtful Amer- 
icans have never been seriously deluded by 
war alarmist clamor against Japan. They 
have not believed that Japan sought war 
with the United States or that war was 
really probable. This sane element will to- 
day prefer to believe reason and good faith 
are likely to prevail 
in Japan when it 


comes to that readjustment of Far Eastern 
relations made necessary by the results of 
the war. and that she will in the end ac- 
commodate herself to a situation which 
when closely analyzed would se^m to offer 
quite as large possibilities through peace- 
ful policies as through militarism.

chitis and be "all right again in a few days." As a 


' matter of fact, even though a child has a "terrible" 
cough, that is little evidence of anything the matter 
with the bronchial tubes, for many children have 
such attacks, with harsh and very severe coughing, 
from a mere coryza or rhinitis (inflammation of the 
lining of the nose) or from adenoids (inflammation 
of the adenoid body), or from other nose and throat 
inflammations of that region. 


The mother says that the attacks begin with a 


running nose. 
The suggestion is, fn this instance, as in many 


similar instances in children, that there is some 
chronic condition of the nasal cavity or communi- 
cating cavities which calls for direct or local treat- 
ment by a physician who treats nose and throat 
cases 
For example, such a child, with repeated at- 


tacks of pseudo-bronchitis, may have a chronic sinus 
infection which demands special treatment. Or the 
underlying trouble may be a simple chronic rhinitis 
—simple, long-standing inflammation of the lining of 
the nose—which calls for a series of local treat- 
ments by the physician. 


The "kernels" felt on the sides of the neck are en- 


largecl lymph-nodes, way stations on the lymphatic 
channels along which are carried bacteria and their 
poisonous product from the region of the nasal cav- 
ity, the throat, the inner ear, and the teeth, ultimate- 
ly discharging into the blood stream—and this is 
the course followed by focal infections which gain n 
footing in the nose, throat, teeth, gums, and event-j- 
am- reach the heart valves, joints and other distant 
structures of the body via the lymphatic vessels and 
the circulation. Such "kernels" positively indicate 
infection in or about the throat, nose, teeth, gums, 
ears. eyes, scalp or the mouth, and should be inter- 
preted as a warning that the responsible focus of m-

eration to generation in one family, 
and thj landlords ?nd tenants have 
grown up together and have lived, as 
we have done, on terms of mutual 
trust and affection. 


"I fear, however, that this state of 


things is passing away, for, with the 
present enormous weight of taxation 
and the extremely onerous weight of 
death duties (inheritance taxes) the 
future has become uncertain for all 
landed proprietors. 


"With regard to my own case it 


may or it may not be possible for me 
and my family to reside at Welbeck. 
But I fear there can be little doubt— 
I hope I am wrong, but I do not 
think that I am—that those who come 
after me will not be able to do so. 


"It is of no use whatever blinking 


the fact, however disagreeable it may 
be—that there must, and inevitably 
will be a wholesale closing down of 
the larger country houses: if not now. 
at all events when the present gen- 
eration has passed away." 


Welbeck Abbey is liberally 
sup- 


plied with ghosts and is particularly 
famous for its underground passages 
and secret apartments, on which the 
Fifth 
Duke of Portland is said 
to 


have spent 3,000,000 pounds. It con- 
tains an underground riding acade- 
my, 400 feet long. 106 feet wide and 
50 fpet high; beyond that there is an 
underground ballroom, IRS feet long, 
63 feet wide, and 21 feet high, and 
still further on are subterranean li- 
braries. In fact, the underground part 
of the estate is said to extend for 15 
miles. 


It is estimated that there are very 


nearly 1,000 huge country estates in 
Great Britain each requiring 50 or 
more employes to work them. 
There 


are 70 big 
places, each 
employing 


more than 200 workers, while some of 
the largest estates have as many as 
500 employes each on their payrolls. 
Bpfon? the war, for instance. Welbeck 
Abbey alone employed 70 gardeners 
The total operating expenses of the 
estate were 17,000 pounds. Today the 
Abbey has fewer gardeners but its op- 
erating expenses are nearly doubled. 


Thp passing of thp great English 


estate means the. last and final tri- 
umph of the new industrial agp over 
the preceding agricultural one. Eng- 
land mourns it on the whole, but re- 
alizes that it is inevitable. Some even 
feel that the change will be beneficial. 


"The Dukeries scarcely 
dovetail 


into tho sentiment 
of a more demo- 


era tic age," says the Pall Mall 
ette, for instance, "and while the pic- 
turesqueness of the patriarchal 
re- 


gime will be missed, it is a healthier 
life that is beginning to overspread 
the shires with its more equal distri- 
bution of property and initiative,"
